Cancer Form 
ot Mildew, 
New Theory 


PARIS, April 26.—()—The claim 
that cancer is caused by an abnormal 
form of mildew is set up in a paper 
written by Prof. J. Tissot, of the Paris 
Natural History museum, and read 
| before the Academy of Science tonight 
by Prof. J. A. D’Arsonval. 

Mildew, Dr. Tissot asserts, is the 
original cell from which all life on 
earth developed and al! animal and 
vegetable organisms are nothing but 
highly developed organized mildew. 

Proceeding alonz lines based on this, 
Dr. Tissot says he succeeded in taking 
healthy human tissue, changing its 
form and transforming i(* so that cul- 
tures developed cancerous elements, 
and these elements could be repro 
duced as easily as cultures of microbes. 


Finds “ Cancer Virus.” ’ 


The cultures so obtained alsu con- 
tained bacterial elements, which, to 
gether with the other elements, form 
what Dr. Tissot described as the “ can- 
cer virus” und as akin to the virus of 
tuberculosis. 

He maintains that he found he could 
easily transfér bacterial cultures into 
mildew. Having treated in this man- 
ner cultures of typhoid, cholera, diph- 
theria, plague, tuberculosis, Malta 
fever, and tetanus, and having at the 
same time isolated and photographed 
the basic mildew of numerous animal 
and vegetable organisms, he found that 


identical with that of the mildew of 


maize, Mal)ta fever, that of the orange, 
diphthéria, that of barley, cholera, 
that of poisonous mushrooms. 


Linked to Vegetable Mildews. 


This led him to study numerous dis 
eases, the cause of which is unknown 
to science, and he asserts he has been 
able to ascertain the cause by isola- 
tion. Thus he found that the virus of 
measles is identical with the organic 
mildew of lettuce; that of scarletina 
and the rabies with the mildew of the 
carrot; the virus of eruptive typhus 
with that®of oats; the virus of vaccine 
and smallpox that of the potato; chick- 
enpox of the tomato; foot and mouth 
disease in cattle, also of the potato, like 
smallpox. 

Pursuing his research into the vims 
of diseases incompletely or inexactly 
known, Dr. Tissot says he discovered 
that syphilus is caused not by the 
spirochaeta but by mildew, and similar- 
ly that malaria is not due to the hema- 
tozoon, but to mildew similar to that 
of rice and certain other vegetable or- 
ganisms. 

Dr. Tissot claims to have trans- 
formed tuberculosis cultures into mil- 
dew, which he found was identical 
with that of the human organism, and 
this led him to what he considers the 
important conclusion that tuberculosis 
develops spontaneously in man, al- 
though it can, when once developed, 
be transmitted by contamination.

Chicago has to pay an average $12 a 
year because indolent or inefficient jan- 
itors and engineers cloud the air with 
smoke and soot, it was stated yester- 
day by Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, com- 
missioner of health, to 75 smoke law 
violators cited in on the first day of the 
new war on the city’s black skies. 

“ Men like you who needlessly send 
Smoke into the free air are making our 
citizens spend $35,000,000 annually for 
extra laundering and cleaning,”’> the 
commissioner told the 75 violators, a 
record number cited in for any one day 
in the past. 


Millions in Fuel Wasted. 


“That is not all. You men — you 
whose chimneys smoke—are wasting 
an annual $7,500,000. Don’t you know 
that smoke is nothing but unburned 
fuel? Thirty million tons of it went 
literally up vhe caimney last year. 

“ What-are you going do about it?” 

Engineers and executives from some 
of the city’s greatest industries were 
there, summoneéd in because their great 
stacks contributed to the pall of grime 
over Chicago. None volunteered an 
answer to the query. 

“ We want to help clean up the city,” 
said one violator, " but we don’t see 
how it can be done.’ 

“ Well, we'll show you,” replied Dr. 
Bundesen. ‘“ Tomorrow there will be a 
university trained engineer at your 
plant. He will show you in-a jiffy why 
your chimney is smoking. I'll send 
one to each of you men. 

“ Your smoking has got to stop for 
good. If the nuisance goes on we in- 
tend to put out your fires.” 


Smoke Reduces Vitality. 


Dr. Bundesen told the violators how 
their smoky fires sapped the disease 
resistance of the people by keeping out 
the healthful ultra violet rays of the 
sun. Flowers qannot thrive in the 


murky loop, and just so do humans 
lose their pep and resistance, the com- 
missioner said. 

In arriving at the cost figure of $35,- 
000,000 for the citizens of the city, $12 
per capita, Dr. Bundesen caused care- 
{1l comparisons to be made of Chicago 
costs with those in large cities that 
are smokeless. 

“The city’s laundry bill alone is $4,- 
000,000 higher than it would be with- 
out the smoke evil,” the commissioner 
asserted. “ Shirts, collars, and dresses 
are sent to the laundry too often. Con- 
sider, too, the wedr and tear caused 
by too frequent laundering. Add the 
extra costs of cleaning, painting, and 
decorating homes.” Six laundries were 
among the violators summoned yester- 
day. 

Allerton Club Is Cited. 

Meanwhile new violations were re- 
ported to the health department, 
among them the towering Allerton 
club, Michigan avenue and Huron 
street, where the stack emitted black 
smoke at intervals between 7:45 and 8 
o'clock last. evening. Commissioner 
Bundesen ordered the hotel officials 
into his office at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Among the violators who appeared 
before fhe commission yesterday were 
the South Chicago. steel milis— 
the Illinois Steel company, Youngs- 
town Steel and Tube company; the 
Great Lakes Dredge and Dock com- 
pany at South Chicago; the Chicago

The middle west has a very real grievance over 
the opposttion to the waterway program. The time 
will come, if the waterway program is not carried 
out, when this grievance will show itself politically 
in no unmistakable fashion. 


WATER, MILK AND SMOKE. 

Dr. Bundesen announces that he is sending twenty 
college trained engineers into all sections of the 
city to teach boiler room employés how to fire their 
furnaces without polluting the air with smoke. 
Furnaces which continue to smoke because of the 
stubborness, stupidity or carelessness of firemen 
who have been shown the correct method of stok- 
ing, will be closed down by order of the health 
department, Dr. Bundesen says. 

Dr. Bundesen reports that he has already 
obtained a pledge of codperation from railroad com- 
panies, big industries and the head of the janitors’ 
union. He hopes to carry his point by persuasion, 
but he will not hesitate to use all the legal powers 
at his command if persuasion is unavailing. 
Previous campaigns against smoke have been 
based largely upon the contention that smoke is 
costly and unsightly; the appeals to the pocketbook 
and the eye have not been particularly successful. 
Calculations of the cost of smoke to the man whose 
unburned coal is going up the chimney have done 
some good but not enough; calculations showing 
the damage done by smoke to other people’s prop- 
erty have been no more successful. The air of 
Chicago is still polluted. Dr. Bundesen is now 
attacking the abuse from the point of view of 
public health, in the knowledge that Chicago has 
seldom, if ever, failed to respond to that appeal. 
Chicago’s drinking water, he says, has been made 
safe by the construction of the drainage canal and 
chjcrination at the cribs. The milk which enters 
the city is pasteurized and only recently the city 
has enforced the added requirement that milk come 
from cows free of tuberculosis. 

The expense and effort devoted to purifying the 
water and milk supplies has been entirely jgstified 
by the results. Typhoid is no longer a serious men- 
ace to life in Chicago and the infant mortality rate 
has dropped. 

The same medical men who pointed out the ‘need 
for pure water and pure milk are now asking for 
pure air. They have no doubts regarding the 
importance of sunlight in preventing and curing 
disease. Sunlight is a powerful germicide. Few 
forms of bacteria can live long in bright sunshine. 
The play of sunlight on the body increases resist- 
ance to disease, Sunlight and fresh air are two 
of nature’s great tonics, better for most purposes 
as well as cheaper than the kind that comes in 
bottles. The wind in Chicago saves the city from 
the full consequences of its polluted air, but the 
health of the citizens, to say nothing of their vigor 
of mind and body, is impaired by the smoke. Dr. 
Bundesen, we believe, is on the right track when 
he emphasizes this aspect of the problem. It ought 
to get results. 


STILL HUNTING FOR THE 
BACON. 


Twenty members of the city council local trans- 
poration committee are off for the east, first to 
Detroit and then circling about the Atlantic sea; 
board, into Canada, and back home. They are 
studying traction conditions. Readers of the ex- 
tracts from THE TRIBUNE files, a feature of this 
page, may have read with some amusement a few 
days back that twenty-five years ago Mayor Carter 
H. Harrison had returned from the east, where 
he had been studying traction eonditions. He said 
that the underground trolley was practical for 
Chicago, that there should not be any overhead 
trolleys in the downtown district, and that the 
city needed such a subway as Boston’s for the con- 
gested business streets. 

Study of traction has been one of the best things 
done by Chicago officials, and generally there is 
something new they can see elsewhere, not here. 
Thus far it has not got us much. We have no 
objection to junkets. They widen the mind and 
improve the view. Maybe some day one of them 
may bring home the bacon.

A fast 
of 12 or more hours sometimes causes 
enough of a drop in blood sugar to bring 
on convulsions. Say a. fast between an 
early light supper and a late breakfast 
may cause a child to have a convulsion. 
When a child has convulsions rather 
habitually about 5 or 6 o’clock in the 
morning, low blood sugar as a cause is 
to be considered. The remedy suggests 
itself. 

There is a condition called spasmo- 
philia, which is a frequent cause. Con- 
vulsions due to spasmophilia are benefit- 
ed by a diet containing milk and cereals 


look elsewhere for the cause of the con- 
vulsions.

AGAINST STAGGERED HOURS, 


Chicago, April 23.—A “ stagger sys 
tem,” a plan of changing opening and 
closing hours of business firms, has néw 
been suggested as a solution of our 
loop traffic problem. In my opinion this 
plan is unwise, as it would seriously 
interfere with business and cause ed. 
less confusion. As an illustration, it is 
now the general custom to open offices, 
shops, etc., at 8 to 9 a. m. and close 
at 5 to 5:30 p. m. The “ stagger sys- 
tem” would spread the opening period 
probably from 7 to 9:30 a. m. and closing 
period from 4 to 6:30 p. m., with a con- 
sequential change in the noon luncheon 
period. This would prevent telephoning 
or any communication between various 
business houses for a period of one to 
two hours morning, noon, and evening, 
or a total time of three hours or longer 
when it would be difficult if not impos- 
sible to transact business. 

Moreover, there would be great objec 
tion to the plan as it would prevent a 
united family at dinner, as one member 
of the family would arrive home at 6 
p. m., another at 6 p. m. or 7 p. m., @te. 
There would be a similar condition in 
the morning. s 

Let us solve our traction problem by a 
comprehensive independent subway sys- 
tem which will take care of the traffic 
which the elevated and surface lines are 
now unable to properly handle. 

We would have three transportation 
systems which could easily take care of 
the crowds in our loop. The present 
congestion and discomfort in transporta- 
tion would end.

Puts Charge on All Bets 
on Horse Races.

LONDON, April 26.—-Contrary to 
forecasts of surprises, the budget 
speech of Winston Churchill, chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, this evening in 
the house of commons, proved to be a 
humdrum affair. He offered in his 
new budget no relief for the British 
taxpayer and provided little in the way 
of new taxation. 

Overshadowing everything was the 
ominous specter of the coal contro- 
versy, which has converted what 
might have been a surplus of £5,000,000 
fabout $25,000,00C} this year into a 
deficit of £14,000,000 [about $70,000,0C0]. 
The minister said that should indus- 
trial trouble occur there would be addi- 
tional taxation, but if not, the country 
would be in a much better position 
next year. 

No Cut in Income Tax. 
General disappointment was felt 
over the absence of a reduction of 6 
pence in the income tax, which rumors 
said would be made possibile by the 
beginning of payments on the French 
debt at the rate of £5,000,000 [about 
$25,000,000] yearly. 

The chief item in the new taxation 
is a betting levy of 5 per cent which 
is being proposed for each stake made 
at a race course or on credit through 
This tax is expected to 
produce about $15,000,000 a year. This 
tax will not be applied until November. 
An increased tax on autos was an- 
nounced and the McKenna duties will 
be extended to imported commercial 


Will Fight Betting Tax. 

The new betting tax came in for 
general criticism tonight from all sides. 
Miss Elien Wilkinson, the Labor M. 
said, “The betting tax is a backw 
It will give the impres- 
sion that what the state makes money 
out of, the state approves of.
